There are a good many causes of complaint 


against the United States in various parts of the 
world. One is its prosperity. As a nation it is 
incredibly rich. Its consumption of products is 
as amazing as its production of them. It is not 
only rich. It not only spends lavishly and lives 
high, but it is prudent. It restricts its privileges. 


‘They are not freely open to’the world. That 
‘ makes the immigration law a cause of complaint 
_@lsewhere. It also makes the tariff such a cause. 


A great many nations owe it money. Some are 
paying. Others object to paying. 
likes the debt. 
like the creditor. We doubt that any one of them 
does. The United States is fortunate in being 
outside many complications which keep other peo- 
ple in fear. The American people do not live in 
dread of the next war. Many other peoples do 
so live. 

Such conditions a) are indicated by these and 
other things tend. to group nations against the 
country so situated. The first step in opposing 
it is to direct general opinion against it, to detract 
from its reputation, to build up a legend of its 
frightfulness or viciousness, of the evil it has done 
and will do, and to give it attributes which should 
put the world on guard against it. 


. This is being done.: In any one day’s news it he 


will have the form of an official statement from 
soviet Russia, of a French editorial in Paris, an 
anti-American cartoon in Argentina or Chile, a bit 
of rhetoric in Mexico City, etc. The promotion of 
such a, campaign is well understood abroad and 
its purpose is to create an opinion which some 
day may operate to the disadvantage of the United 
States and to the advantage of other peoples who 
think they might be better off if the United States 
were not so. well off and so self-protective, 
American imperialiam furnishes the most avail- 
able point of attack and it is the most used. Pro-

They might 
precisely suit the purpose of the anti-American 
slander abroad and of the political revolutionaries 
in incompetent countries on.this side of the water. 
A great deal of the American hysteria is play- 
ing directly into the hands of foreign manipulators 
who are trying to create the legend of an im- 
perialistic United States* definitely committed to 
a@ policy of invasion, seizure, and extermination. 
A number of our most talkative altruists are in a 
fever and a delirium. They see a fine civilization 
in Haiti and a savage Gothic force in the -United 
States. They see an orderly government in Nica- 
ragua and a destructive force in the United States, ; 
a cultured, industrious, resourceful people in Mex- 
ico, and their ravishers up here. 

It is a dementia of false perspectives and dis- 
torted figures, but valuable indeed to the promo 
tion abroad of hostility to the United States.

_ Contrary to the expressed 6pinion of 
President Coolidge, that spiritual prog- 
ress in America is keeping pace wiih 
material advancement, Bishop Charles 
P. Anderson of the Episcopal church 
asserted yesterday that religion is at 
a low ebb in this country. He spoke 
at the diocese convention in St. James 
church, Cass and Huron streets. 

“There has been much material ae: | 
tivity in the church,” Bishop Ander- 
son said. “There have been many 
successful campaigns for money. The 
machinery of the church has been 
working at full speed in the produc- 
tion of material results, but not 
enough thought has been given to the 
things of the spirit. Things which 
are seen are temporal, but the things 
that ere not seen are eternal.” 

Reason for Bishops’ Crusade. 

It was realization of these conditions | 
and the conviction that public wor- 
ship is deteriorating that led to prep- 
arations for launching the bishops’ 
crusade, now in progress in Episcopal 
churches throughout the country, 
Bishop Anderson said. By sermons, 
special] services, and prayers the cru- 
sade is expected to arouse greatcr 
spiritual] interest in religion. 

The Rt. Rev. Thomas C. Darst, 
chairman of the Bishops’ crusade, 
challenged the church to strike a 
death blow at such modern conditions 
as easy and frequent divorce, immora!- 
ity bearing the sanction of society, and 
lawlessness that boasts of its success.

“The really fat baby has a mass of 
material that is of no use to him at all 
in fighting off ills and diseases of baby- 
hood,” Dr. Blumenthal says. “Con- 
servation of energy is achieved in good 
muscle tissue, not in fat.” 

The same principle applies in the 
case of adults, the doctor states. “ It 
is dangerous to have an accumulation 
of fat around the heart or any other 


in the interest of health, exercise to 


j keep down weight. Why, then, over- 


stuff the baby so that the mother can 
boast about how fat he is?”
